Objections Withdrawn 

Claim 1 1 has been amended to overcome the objection set forth in the previous 
office action. The objection is therefore withdrawn. 

Double Patenting 

The amendments to independent claim 1 introduce a limitation to the claim that 
would be non-obvious from the limitations of co-pending claim 13. Applicant's 
arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of amendment claim 1 over the 
overlapping prior art ranges; they are similarly persuasive at distinguishing the instant 
claims over the ranges of the co-pending claim. The provisional double-patenting 
rejections previously issued are thus withdrawn. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments are persuasive at showing the distinctness of the 
amended claims over the prior art applied in the previous office action. The 
amendments change the claims to fully reflect applicant's inventive mineral wool 
compositions and applicant's arguments persuasively show that there is not motivation 
in the prior art to choose a composition containing 2-5 wt% MgO when the amount of 
AI2O3 is less than 22 wt% and all of the other compositional limitations of the instant 
claims are met. Therefore, the previously issued grounds of rejection for claims 1-2 and 
5-1 1 are withdrawn. Newly added claims 12-23 depend from instant claim 1 and are 
thus also allowable for the reasons set forth below. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-2 and 5-23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record, either alone or in combination, fails to anticipate or render obvious the 
instantly claimed mineral wool composition. Specifically, the prior art fails to teach a 
mineral wool meeting all of the compositional limitations, nor would it be obvious to 
derive such a composition from the overlapping ranges in the prior art. 

The most relevant prior art references found are De Meringo et al (US 6313050) 
and Grove-Rasmussen et al (US 6156683). The difference from instant claims is that 
while both patents teach mineral wools have compositional ranges that overlap those of 
instant claims, neither teaches any specific examples meeting all of the instant 
compositional limitations. De Meringo et al teaches examples containing between 1 and 
5 wt% MgO, but these examples contain greater than 44 wt% Si0 2 or greater than 14.7 
wt% R 2 0. Grove-Rasmussen et al teaches examples wherein MgO falls within the 
instantly claimed range, but in these examples the amount of R 2 0 is less than 10 wt%. 
For the above, reasons, the subject matter of the amended instant claims is neither 
taught nor suggested by the prior art of record.
